refinery situated at Taylor street and 
the Chicago river, th at factory was 
alm ost entirely destroyed and ten or 
twelve men lost their lives. 
T he num ­ 
ber of dead has not bat *i established 
as yet, but it Is known that this many 
men were in the building and all were 
working on the seventh floor. 
The 
flames spread so rapidly that the m e n , 
on this floor could not avoid death.! 
and their bodies must have been c o n -! 
sumed in the m ins. 
Th*1 fire started in the drying house, 
being cauked by an explosion. 
T hai 
flames spread with almost Incredible 
rapidity, and by the time the first fire 
departm ent had arrived the building 
was ablare from foundation to roof. 
It wag impossible for the firemen to 
m ake any effective fight against the 
flames, and In a short tim e all t h e !

within a half-hour from the tim e o f ' 
the explosion w as a mass of debris. 
The men on the seventh floor had 
no chance w hatever for their lives.
